who had pevioufly captured the thip Sally, of New-Lon- 


veflels on board of the Byfon, being go in number, with a 
imail allowance of provihons and water, and then gave 
them Liberty to pr oceed on their voyage. 

la 6 hours from this Capt Webb was fe fortunate as to 
fall in with the brig Virginia, of and from Alexandria, 
Capt. Card, 16 days out, ali well, who geacroufly fup- 
plied Capt. Webb with a bbl, of beet, a bbl, of bread, a 
cafk of water, and fome wood. 

Capt Garrifcoin informed Capt Webb, that his orders 
were to take ail veflels bound to and from Britifh ports, 
and very politely told him, that had he come from a Brit- 
uth port he would not have feen America very foon, 

Capt. Webb, on his outward bound paffage to Surrinam, 
Sept. 15, was boarded by the Tamer and Borbet Britith 
frigates, in lat 5, §0. long.

from Surrinam, 2s a blockaded port. Thefe two frigates, 
a cutter, and the privateers Swinger brig, and Expesmment 
lugger, form this blockade, 

Coptein Webb remonitrated with Captain Martin of the 
Tamer, againft endorfing his regifter, as probably it would 
be the means of his condemnation, fhould he be taken by 
the French ; but he infiiled upon doing it, as he made it 
a conftant practice,
